U.S. to consider options: 
for bridging last gaps 


WASHINGTON. — President Jimmy 
Carter and his senior forelgn policy 
advisers will be spending the next 

few days studying various ontions 
designed to resolve the remaining 
differences in the Israel-Egyptian 
peace treaty negotiations before em- 
barking on a specific course of ac- 
tion early next week. 

Well-placed sources here, in dis- 
closing this yesterday, said that 
before deciding the best option to try 
to break the impasse, the president 
wanted to receive U.S. Senate ma- 
jority leader Robert Byrd's 
(Democrat-West Virginia) report on 
hia meeting yesterday in Cairo with 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat. 

According to these sources, Carter 
and his advisers will spend the 
weekend considering the various op- 
tions before moving ahead early 


“next week with a specific plan. The 


sources said that “everything” was 
being considered, but they pointed 
specifically to the following options: 

« A visit to the Middie East by 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance. The 


‘Secretary is scheduled to be in 


Geneva on December 6 for another 
round of strategic arms limitations 
talks with the Soviet Union. No one 
here is ruling out the possibility that 
he would meet in advance of those 


sessions with Sadat and Begin. 

e A return by Israeli and Egyp- 
tian negotiators to the Washington 
peace talks. Thies option is possible 
although less desirable since the 
Americans and Egyptians now 
realize that such a seasion would not 
guarantee success. They want Begin 
himself to be directly Involved in 
reaching a final agreement. 

In the past, the U.S. and Egypt 
have been disappointed by the ten- 
tative approva) given to various 
decisions by Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan and Defence Minister Ezer 
Weizman, only to see those decisions 
over-ruled by the cabinet. 


There is no doubt that Carter 
would initiate a new three-way sum- 
mit if he felt it were the only way ta 
avoid a failure in the negotiations. 
Yet U.S. officials maintain that at 
this stage the president is still un- 
willing to concede that only another 
summit could prevent a collapse. 


The possibility does exist that the 
parties might agree to a temporary 
suspension of the negotiations as 
part of a cooling off period — if the 
resolution of the timetable matter 
continues to be impossible. 

The U.S. clearly believes that the 
matter can still be resolved, assum- 
ing that goodwill prevails on both 
sides.

SIR ISAIAH BERLIN 
Sir Isaiah Berlin 
to get Plem Prize

Sir Isalah Berlin, the British 
scholar and author in the fields of 
philozophy, political theory, music 
and Hterature, will receive the 
Jerusalem Prize at the ninth Inter- 
national Book Fair at Binyenei 
Ha‘ooma next April, 

Mayor Teddy Kollek will present 
the award, which carries $3,000 in 
prize money. The prize honours the 
author whose writing best expresses 
the idea of ‘‘freedom of the in- 
dividual in society,"’ Sir Isaiah, who 
was knighted in 1957, was un- 
animously chosen by an independent 
jury comprising Supreme Court 
Justice Moshe Landau, Tel Aviv 
University Prof. Doris Kruck and 
author Benjamin Tamuz. 

The biennfal prize has previously 
been awarded to Octavio Paz (1977); 
Simone de Beauvoir (1975); Eugene 
Tonesco: (1873); Jorge Luis Borges 
(1971); Ignazio Silone (1989); Andre 
Schwarz-Bart (1967); Max Frisch 
(1965); and Bertrand Russel (1963). 

The International Book Fair in 
Jerusalem is recognized as the se- 
cond greatest in the world, after that 
in Frankfurt. 

Born in Riga in 1909, Sir Isaiah and 
his family emigrated from Russia to 
England in 1919. As a 20-year-old stu- 
dent at the University of Oxford, he 
published his first article. 

His major works include ‘‘Karl 
Marx.” “Vico and Herder," “The 
Hedgehog and the Fox,"’ ‘Four 
Essays on Liberty,’ "Russian 
Thinkers’' and “‘Concepts and 
Categories: Philosophical Eesays.""

The figures may conceivably be overstated, but just as 
possibly they may be understated. What cannot be questioned — 
and was amply confirmed by Knesset Members of both the 
coalition and the opposition — is that tax dodging has become a 
ciear and present danger to the country’s economic welfare. 

. For tax-dodging, which {s the motor-force of ‘black capital"’, 
not only denies the government the revenues it desperately 
needs, but makes any sort of rational policy programming vir- 
tually impossible, And, of course, it deepens social inequality: 
for it tends to transfer the burden of taxation from the powerful

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“BLACK CAPITAL” is rather like the weather. People keep 
talking about it, but they do very little about it. Indeed, con- 
sidering the popularity of cloud-seeding in this country, it is 
arguable that “black capital is even more immune to outside 
ministration than the weather. 

Moreover, the special science of meteorology is engaged in 
predicting, occasionally with accuracy, whether it will be rain 
or shine the next day. To this day, no accurate estimate of the 
size of “black capital’ has even been attempted, and its tax 
Mability remains a matter of pure surmise. 


An estimate is, of course, the best that can be tried: that is the 
whole point about “black capital,” that its balance-sheets are

ISRARL'S POLITICS have reached 
8 critical crossroads. The 1977 
genera! election and the 1978 local _ 
elections have demonstrated very 
clearly that we are facing basic 
changes in the system. The idea that 
we are returning to an equilibrium 
between the large, traditional 
political blocs (Likud, 

and NRP) is beth premature and 
deceptive. In this situation, hasty 
political analyais or reliance on 
political instincts is not sufficient, 
especially since the instincts of s0 
many Israeli politicians have failed 
on too many occasions. 

The Israeli parties, and particular- 
ly their leaders, are having great dif- 
ficulties in assessing the new Israeli 
polltics. They cling ta their old con- 


. victions and maxims. The main 


Treason is that they have lost all 
meaningful contact’ with the voters 
in many parts of the country. Like 
the academics who study politics ina 
detached manner, many Israeli 
politicians operate from ivory 
towers of thefr own. 

They are either euphoric as a 
result of seizing governmental 
power for the first time, or extreme- 
ly frustrated as a result of losing it. 
Neither group Is capable of sound 
analysis, and, both coalition and op- 
position are therefore making an 
am number of mistakes. Given 
the bad political and economic situa- 
Hon in which Israel finds itself, this 
is unforgivable. ; 

There is a number of leasons to be 
drawn from the way in which the 
politicians reacted to the results of 
the recent local elections. Their 
tendency to reach swift conclusions 
and forecasts entirely on the basis of 
a very poor turnout and the infamous 
television survey, is indicative of the 
deterioration of our political centre. 
The present elites, coalition and op- 
position alike, are mainly interested 
in immediate advantages. They can- 
not wait for long without some 
achievements, however. dubious 
their vaiue. 


BUT WHILE the parties are ehgag- 
ed in snatching easy political profits, 
the actual changes will cause longer- 
term, basic alterations in structure 
and behaviour. Changes more 
drastic than those that led to the 


+ downfall of the Alignment are in the 


offing. Modes of politica] loyalty and 
membership are taking ἃ new shape.
